REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 





To the School Board of Lyme: 

I submit herewith my annual report as super- 
intendent of schools, it being the eighth such report 
that it has been my privilege to prepare. 


Teachers 


The schools opened in September with three 
new teachers. Mrs. Lamphere, who had given long 
and excellent service to the Lyme schools, retired, 
and was succeeded by Miss Davena Bailey. Miss 
Julia Pushee, who had successfully taught the 
Stetson school for three years ,took the year to 
complete her Normal school course, and Mrs. Ina 
T. Webster, a graduate of Plymouth Normal school 
and a teacher of experience, followed her in that 
school. Miss Arlene Camp’s tragic death in July 
left the Hewes school without a teacher. Miss 
Dorothy DesRosiers, who was graduated at Keene 
in June, was secured for the position. There were 
no changes in teachers for the other schools. The 
relatively good work being done in our schools is 
due in a large measure to the degree of perma- 
perry we have been able to maintain in the teaching 
orce. 


Buildings 


But little was done during the summer to the 
buildings save to clean and do the necessary minor 
repairs. Some more extensive repairs will be needed 
soon, and it would be well to plan to care for these 
regularly and thus distribute the expense rather 
uniformly. It would, moreover, be in the interest 
of economy to keep the buildings in good condition. 
I have repeatedly recommended that especial at- 
tention be given to the matter of the toilets and the 
heating of the rooms. The stoves should be jacketed 
both in the interest of the comfort of the children 
and of economy. 
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Equipment 


The equipment of the school rooms is meagre 
enough. This, can be improved gradually, and at- 
tention should be constantly given to the matter. 
The principal item is the book equipment, and this 
is being added to constantly as new books are need- 
ed. Maps, globes, and other equipment need re- 
newal from time to time. 


Transportation 


The matter of transportation has become a 
serious problem. It is complicated by reason of the 
fact that the children to be transported in most 
cases are so widely scattered that the transportation 
cannot be done in the most economical manner. It 
is further complicated because transportation has 
been provided as a matter of justice in cases where 
schools have been closed, although the distance to 
the school assigned may have been some less than 
two miles, and, therefore, transportation would not 
be required by law. It would seem only equitable 
to do this, but the result has been a considerable 
increase of cost of transportation. 


Finances 


The year closed in June with a very small bal- 
ance of cash on hand, and the appropriation for the 
present year was rather smaller than it should have 
been. In fact the detailed budget submitted to the 
State Department October 15 called for more money 
than seemed to be available. This was due mainly 
to the increased demand for high school tuition and 
transportation, both of which are statutory obli- 
gations. We are likely to end the year in June with 
a slight deficit, unless ,this being anticipated, pro- 
vision is made at the annual meeting of the district 
to care for it. It is also necessary to make somewhat 
more generous provision for the next year to pre- 
vent the same thing occurring again. 


Enrollment 
The pupil enrollment for the past eight years 
(48) 


is a matter of interest especially in view of the reé- 
cent publications in regard to the town going 
“down hill’ in the matter of population. For the 
sake of comparison, I have selected the enrollment 
on or about January 20 of each year. Any other 
date during the year would show similar figures 
and exactly the same tendencies. The reports for 
the week ending nearest to January 20 of each year 
are as follows:

It will be observed that while there was a very 
considerable decrease down to 1925, the recovery 
since that time has been rapid and apparently com- 
plete. There are more pupils in our schools today 
than at any previous time during the last eight 
years. 


Attendance 


The attendance has been generally good. A 
summary for the year ending June 1927 is given 
elsewhere ,and comment is there made. I wish to 
call especial attention to the record of the Whipple 
school for the present year. During the fall term of 
15 weeks, the school had a perfect record with the 
exception of one case of tardiness. This is a great 
improvement over some past records of this school, 
and this improvement is to the credit of the teacher 
and the pupils, who have taken a good deal of pride 
in the matter. 


Condition of the Schools 


Very satisfactory work is being done in all the 
schools. There is no conspicuous weakness at any 
point. The work in every school is going unusually 
well. Without neglecting any subject, we have

tried to put special emphasis on some one subject 
each year. This year we have emphasized the work 
in spelling, and new, improved spellers have been 
provided throughout the schools. Interest has been 
awakened, and marked improvement in that par- 
ticular work has been reported. 

The teachers are working hard and in fine 
spirit, while the pupils are responding in equally 
fine spirit. The outlook for a very successful year’s 
work is most encouraging.
